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Cannabis dispensary opens on S. State

Reflections of Avalon, Ukiah’s 
newest and only medical marijuana 
dispensary, figuratively opened its 
chained-link perimeter fence and its 
black steel reinforced doors for busi- 
ness last week at 1490 S. State St. 

Aaron, the owner, refused to reveal 
his surname and said the added securi- 
ty measures were a precaution to ward 
off attempts at thievery or worse. 

“The fence creates a natural barri- 
er,” he said, standing outside his busi- 
ness on Friday. “The outside gate is 
always locked and patients come and 
knock when they want to come in. 


We’ve got several layers of security, 
including closed circuit cameras 
around the front and back. It’s pretty 
high-tech.” 

Les Crane, owner of Mendo 
Spiritual Remedies in Laytonville and 
Hemp Plus Ministry in Ukiah, was 
shot to death and an undisclosed 
amount of money and processed mari- 
juana was stolen from his Laytonville 
home in November 2005. 

Aaron said the procedure for 
patients obtaining their medicine starts 
at the door with a written verification 
from a doctor and a valid state identifi- 
cation card required for entry. 

“They fill out an intake form and we

verify with the doctor each time,” he 
said. “We issue a card which means 
nothing outside this building, but it 
streamlines the process. Once they 
come back and the date is expired, they 
have to verify again.” 

Aaron said the dispensary is one of 
only three in the county and has sever- 
al different kinds of marijuana which 
vary in price and quality. 


“We have nine varieties currently 
available,” he said. ““We have medicine 
available for patients who don’t have 
much money. When people grow for 
themselves and they have leftover 
medicine they can take it here and we 
reimburse them.” 

Aaron said the process for launch- 
ing the venture started months ago and 
in many ways wasn’t much different 


from starting any other enterprise. 

“We started in March,” he said. 
“You apply for a license just like any 
other business. We are a not-for-profit 
business. We’re not allowed to make a 
profit. Any money we have left over at 
the end of the year we donate to chari- 
ty. Our secretary is a cancer survivor so 
that will be one of our favorites.” 

At Tuesday’s Mendocino County 
Board of Supervisors meeting the 
board delayed hearings on proposed 
ordinances to ban or to cap the number 
of medical marijuana dispensaries at 
three for the county.

Ukiah native 
gets Medal of 
Valor honors

A former Ukiah resident received the 
Medal of Valor from Attorney General 
Michael Munkasey this week for his 
actions as a police officer when four men 
suspected of armed robbery tried to run 
him over in a parking lot. 

“In a line of work where courageous acts 
can be part of one’s daily duties, these 
extraordinary men set themselves apart 
through deeds of incredible self-sacrifice 
and we salute them,” Munkasey said. 

On May 22, 2006, Kevin Howland, who 
grew up in Ukiah, was working as an offi- 
cer with the Sacramento Police Department 
when he was called to respond to an armed 
robbery. 

Two men had allegedly robbed a young 
man at gunpoint at around 1 p.m., taking 
his wallet. The suspects fled the scene in a 
maroon Chrysler. Howland responded to 
the area and saw a vehicle that matched the 
description the victim had given in the 
parking lot of the Natomas Market Place. 

Howland saw two people in the front 
seat of the car who matched the description 
given by the robbery victim. 

He parked his patrol car to block their 
exit, called for backup and got out of his 
car. One of the suspects began to walk 
away from the car and Howland ordered 
him to stop and get back in the car. 

The driver of the car made a bid to 
escape, driving toward Howland and clip- 
ping the corner of his patrol vehicle. 
Howland jumped, landing on the hood of 
the suspects’ car but sustaining an ankle 
injury. 

Howland managed to keep his service 
pistol in hand as the driver of the Chrysler 
tried to throw him off. In an effort to stop 
the driver, Howland fired at least five times 
through the windshield of the car before 
being thrown off. 

The Chrysler continued down the road

The filing fees and number of sig- 
natures required in lieu of the fee for 
candidates for Mendocino County 
supervisor have been announced by 
Marsha Wharff, county clerk/recorder/ 
assessor, said Katrina Bartolomie, 
assistant registrar of voters. 

Bartolomie said the number of sig- 
natures and the value of each signature 
was based on population and varied 
from district to district, but that the flat 
filing fee for all three supervisor posi- 
tions was $680. 

The fee is computed at the rate of 1 
percent of the supervisor’s annual 
salary, which for all three incumbents 
was $68,000. 

First District Supervisor Michael 
Delbar’s seat required 931 signatures 
in lieu of the payment, and the worth 
of each signature was valued at 73.04 
cents. 

Second District Supervisor Jim 
Wattenburger’s seat required 760 sig- 


natures for a candidate to avoid the 
charge, and each signature was valued 
at 89.48 cents. 

Candidates vying for board chair- 
person and 4th District Supervisor 
Kendall Smith’s position will have to 
document 937 supporters if they wish 
to avoid the charge, with each signa- 
ture valued at 72.58 cents. 

Although the June 3, 2008 primary 
is still almost half a year away, five 
candidates have already announced 
their intentions to run for county 
supervisor. 

Among those who have made their 
aims known are: Carre Brown for the 
lst District; Paula Deeter for the 4th 
District; and Estelle Palley Clifton, 
Jim Mulheren and John McCowen for 
the 2nd District. 

In addition to satisfying the filing 
fee, candidates are required to submit 
nomination papers from 20 to 40 reg- 
istered voters from the jurisdiction for 
which they are running. 

Candidates who submit signatures 


in lieu of the fee may use 20 to 40 of 
those signatures to satisfy this require- 
ment. Candidates may submit their 
signatures to the Elections Office from 
Dec. 28 to Feb. 21. 

The window of time for filing a 
Declaration of Candidacy, the filing 
fee and nomination papers runs from 
Feb. 11 to March 7, 2008, with March 
8 to March 12, 2008 serving as an 
extension period for non-incumbents 
when the incumbent fails to file. 

In addition, each candidate will be 
required to complete a Declaration of 
Candidacy where they will be required 
to decide how their name appears on 
the ballot. 

With a $300 deposit price tag, a 
Candidate’s Statement is also required 
and may include the name, age and 
occupation of the candidate and a brief 
description of no more than 200 words 
of the candidate’s education and quali- 
fications.

a fresh cut, my son packs 
trees and my daughter runs 
the cash register.” 

Smith said she opens her 
now 2-year-old cold-weather 
occupation in October when 
she offers pumpkins for sale. 

“We take a three-week 
break in between (the 
holidays) for Thanksgiving,” 
she said, standing next to a 
row of trees. “I work at A-Z 
Construction as a secretary 
the rest of the year.” 

Smith said her festive 
second career offers an 
entirely different set of 
challenges from her day job. 

“I don’t get sore from my 
desk,” she said, laughing. 
“Out here I find muscles I 
never even knew I had.” 

Shani said her Holiday 
Wonderland currently has 
around 150 trees of five 
different varieties available for 
customers to take home 
immediately, with just as 
many waiting to be unfurled 
in the back of the lot. 

“The Noble Fir is our 
biggest seller,” she said. “It 
has the strongest branches. 
The Doug(las) Fir is the best 
smelling.” 

Stationed near the back of 
the sales floor, Shani’s father, 
Jim Goforth, removes the 
twine binding the trees are 
shipped with and saws a small 
section of the bottom of the 
trunk off before they are 
displayed to help water reach

the branches. 

“Tt takes a while for them 
to return to their natural 
shape,” he said, shaking and 
fanning the emerald branches 
of the small conifer in front of 
him. “You can see how they 
prune and take the cuttings off 
the ends to promote growth. 
Silvertips are the only ones 
that aren’t pruned. People like 
them natural.” 

Goforth said he also 
sometimes gift wraps the trees 
in candy-cane netting and 
secures the holiday timber to 


the vehicle roofs of any 
customers who desire the new 
purchases to ride there on the 
way home. 

“The smallest car I ever 
had was a Volkswagen 
Beetle,” he said. “We just put 
it on top and tied it down.”

Mukasey rejects Congress’ demands 
for info about destroyed tapes 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Attorney General Michael 
Mukasey refused Friday to give Congress details of the gov- 
ernment’s investigation into interrogations of terror suspects 
that were videotaped and destroyed by the CIA. He said doing 
so could raise questions about whether the inquiry is vulnerable 
to political pressure. 

In letters Friday to leaders of the House and Senate Judiciary 
committees that oversee the Justice Department, Mukasey said 
there is no need right now to appoint a special prosecutor to 
lead the investigation. The preliminary inquiry currently is 
being handled by the Justice Department and the CIA’s inspec- 
tor general. 

“I am aware of no facts at present to suggest that department 
attorneys cannot conduct this inquiry in an impartial manner,” 
Mukasey wrote to Sens. Patrick Leahy of Vermont and Arlen 
Specter of Pennsylvania, the top Democrat and Republican, 
respectively, on the Senate Judiciary Committee. “If I become 
aware of information that leads me to a different conclusion, I 
will act on it.” 

Addressing congressional demands for facts in the CIA tapes 
inquiry, Mukasey noted that the Justice Department generally 
does not give out information about pending cases. 

“This policy is based in part on our interest in avoiding any 
perception that our law enforcement decisions are subject to 
political influence,’ Mukasey wrote. “Accordingly, I will not at 
this time provide further information in response to your letter, 
but appreciate the committee’s interests in this matter.” 


2 students killed on LSU campus; police 
say they were shot during home invasion 


BATON ROUGE, La. (AP) — Two students were found shot 
to death in a home invasion at a Louisiana State University 
apartment, and officials decided to keep the campus open 
Friday while police searched for three suspects. 

The victims, Chandrasekhar Reddy Komma and Kiran 
Kumar Allam, both Ph.D. students from India, were found 
inside an apartment at the Edward Gay complex late Thursday 
night after authorities received an emergency call. 

Police patrols were increased on the 30,000-student campus 
Friday and students were told to be cautious, but the university 
was not locked down. Students were taking the last of their 
final exams, and many had already left for the semester. 

The decision not to lock down the campus was made by 
police after they determined it was an isolated incident and 
would not spread to other areas of the campus, LSU Chancellor 
Sean O’Keefe said at a Friday morning news conference. 

“There was no evidence, nothing to suggest that there was a 
pattern here that would rapidly escalate, and as a consequence 
of that, a determination was made that we would not lock down 
the campus,” O’Keefe said. 

Allam’s pregnant wife called 911 at 10:37 p.m. Thursday 
after finding the men dead, according to Srinivasa 
Pothakamuri, a friend of Komma, and campus officials. 
Komma, a biochemistry student, had been visiting Allam, who 
was in the chemistry program. 


Clinton rejects former campaign 
official’s comments on Obama drug use 


JOHNSTON, Iowa (AP) — Hillary Rodham Clinton on 
Friday denounced the comments of an official in her campaign 
who resigned after raising questions about drug use by Barack 
Obama. 

Clinton was asked about the official’s comments about 
Obama as she campaigned in Iowa, where the controversy has 
become an issue less than three weeks before the state’s leadoff 
caucuses. 

“As soon as I found out that one of my supporters and co- 
chairs in New Hampshire made a statement, asked a series of 
questions, I made it clear it was not authorized, it was in no way 
condoned, I didn’t know about it and he stepped down,” 
Clinton said. 

A day earlier, Bill Shaheen, a national co-chairman for 
Clinton and a prominent New Hampshire political figure, had 
resigned. He and the Clinton campaign had been criticized after 
he suggested Obama’s admitted use of drugs as a teenager 
could be used against the Illinois senator if he became the 
Democratic presidential nominee. 

Clinton, speaking during a taping of Iowa Public 
Television’s “Iowa Press” program and during a meeting with 
reporters afterward, sought distance from that comment. 


Study: Men face risk from breast cancer 
genes; doctors urge more to get tested 


SAN ANTONIO (AP) — Doctors are encouraging a new 
group of people to consider getting tested for genes that raise 
the risk of breast cancer: men. Male relatives of women with 
such genes often do not realize that they, too, may carry them, 
and face greater odds of developing male breast cancer, as well 
as prostate, pancreatic and skin cancer, new research suggests. 

“Everyone thinks of breast and ovarian cancer and just 
assumes it’s all women. They don’t even realize these genes can 
be inherited from the father’s side of the family,” said Dr. Mary 
Daly of Fox Chase Cancer Center in Philadelphia.

He works full time for 
Sonoma County and spends 
his weekends serving the 
church in Willits.

About St. John’s: The 
beginning of Lutheran ser- 
vices in Willits, according 
to church records, is due to 
the dedicated mission 
efforts of the Rev. Albert C. 
Young, pastor at that time 
of Faith Lutheran in Ukiah. 
The first services were held 
in the basement of the 
Willits Carnegie Library on 
November 15, 1953, with 
an attendance of 24. In June 
1956, the church purchased 
two lots at its present site 
for $3,500. 

In January 1957, the 
young congregation 
resolved to call a vicar -- 
Vicar Martin Marquardt -- 
to serve them. Additional 
land was purchased for 
$7,000. The next pastor was 


The Rev. Evan J. Temple, 
who dedicated the sanctuary 
June 29, 1958. 

By September 1962, 
when Temple left, the mem- 
bership had grown to 124. 
The second resident pastor, 
The Rev. Marvin C. 
Anderson, was installed 
July 15, 1962, serving until 
August 1, 1966. 
Membership at this time 
stood at 167. 

In 1964, the church built 
the parsonage, which was 
dedicated in 1965. 

On Dec. 18, 1966, The 
Rev. Arthur Avery was 
installed and served until 
August 1975. The next pas- 
tor, the Rev. Douglas C. 
Wahlberg, served from Nov. 
7, 1976 to 1981, when total 
membership reached 362. 
Under the direction of The 
Rev. Dean Gade, the 
church’s longest tenured 
pastor (1982-1991), the 
congregation reached a total 


of 130 communicant mem- 
bers. 

Following Wahlberg, the 
Rev. Walter Schedler served 
from Aug. 23, 1992 until 
June 1988. Next, a seminary 
candidate, Randall 
Donahue, was installed, 
serving from June 20, 1998 
to July 1999. After several 
interim pastors, Coyner was 
called as pastor. 

During this half century 
of history, 609 souls were 
added to the membership 
roll; 268 infant baptisms, 52 
adult baptisms, 139 wed- 
dings, 113 funerals, and 90 
youth and adult confirma- 
tions. 

Church growth is more 
than statistics and econom- 
ics -- the “power of God 
unto salvation,” and that 
power works through God’s 
people who are busy shar- 
ing the Gospel in their com- 
munity, says church infor- 
mation. Soli Deo Gloria!

Sweet land of liberty

When lawyers 


take to the streets 


Declaring "emergency rule," Pervez 
Musharraf suspended Pakistan's Constitution, 
replaced seven justices of the Supreme Court 
and placed the chief justice under house 
arrest. Immediately, thousands of Pakistani 
lawyers, in their black suits, took to the streets 
demanding that justice be restored. Many 
were beaten and arrested; and in solidarity, 
American lawyers rallied in protests, leaving 
courtrooms to show Musharraf and the world 
why they became lawyers. 

On Nov. 13 in New York, some 700 
lawyers gathered in front of Manhattan's State 
Supreme Court building. Also present were 
the deans of three law schools as Catherine 
Christian, president of New York County 
Lawyers Associations, heralded Pakistani's 
lawyer's fight "for liberty and an independent 
legal system." 

Nationally, the American Bar Association 
reported that "many state, local and specialty 
bar associations" were issuing statements and 
planning events to honor their Pakistani col- 
leagues’ embodiment of the rule of law. 

Moreover, The New York Sun reported 
(Nov. 14) that "the American Bar Association 
has called for lawyers to march around the 
U.S. Supreme Court in Washington, D.C., and 
attend a rally on the courthouse steps." 

And in New York, Barry Kamins, president 
of the New York City Bar Association, 
announced that he had received an e-mail 
from students and professors at Lahore 
University from the battleground for justice in 
Pakistan. Appreciating the encouragement 
from America's lawyers, the message from 
those on the front line said: "What Pakistan 
faces today is the subordination of every inde- 
pendent organ of state to unchecked and unac- 
countable military executive power." 

This heartening bonding of defenders of 
the rule of law also made me realize that there 
is an important lesson for what American 
lawyers can do for restoring accountability at 
home from an administration that, with regard 
to our Constitution, has been acting as if the 
president, as commander in chief, has certain 
military powers in dealing with terrorism to 
revise the Constitution all by himself. 

One of many examples: President Bush has 
given the CIA extralegal authority to operate 
secret prisons and conduct kidnapping "rendi- 
tions" that allow the enemy and even some of 
our friends to mock our pride in being a glob- 
al model of constitutional democracy. Yet, this 
weakening by the administration of the very 
structure of our founding document (along 
with our individual liberties in the Bill of 
Rights as we become a surveillance nation) is 
not an issue among most prospective voters in 
the presidential election, as is evidenced by 
the indifference to it by most of the candi- 
dates. 

Even Joe Biden, whose knowledge of the 
Constitution and proposed legislation to 
repair it makes him an exceptionally qualified 
candidate, does not cite it nearly enough on 
the stump. 

By contrast, during the Vietnam War, the 
increasing controversy about the lack of 
debate among the general public was acceler- 
ated when college professors and students 
held teach-ins on campuses. Supporters of the 
war had counter-sessions, and the public got 
involved until Congress felt the impact. 

And right now, having admirably instruct- 
ed the citizenry here about the breakdown of 
law in Pakistan, American lawyers on the 
streets could be a valuable instructive force 
about our breakdown of law as the presiden- 
tial elections near by having sit-ins, including 
debates, not only at colleges but also at com- 
munity centers, on television and the Internet 
(and why not on YouTube?). 

The homicidal threat of terrorism against 
American targets, including people, will not 
abate once we have a new administration. Nor 
will the continuing threat from within to our 
institutions and values if the strong precedents 
for unitary executive power set by Bush and 
Cheney are adopted by the next president. 

With Rudy Giuliani in the Oval Office, for 
instance, unaccountable executive power 
might well increase. I am not at all confident 
that any of the other front-runners in either 
political party are eager to let go of the 
expanded authority bequeathed to the next 
president by George W. Bush. 

And the John G. Roberts, Jr.-Samuel A. 
Alito, Jr. Supreme Court -- unless it is sud- 
denly converted to an "originalism" based on 
the clear statement of separation of powers in 
the Constitution -- may not be a dependable 
shield against a sincere but misguided com- 
mander in chief convinced he or she has no 
time to deal with delaying judicial supervi- 
sion. American lawyers taking to the streets, 
rallying the citizenry to support the rule of 
law, could convince the presidential candi- 
dates and the next Congress to prevent the ter- 
rorists from using fear to change who we are 
as Americans.

Why are our 
prices so high? 
To the Editor: 


I was on the road Thursday, De.c 6, and 
traveled through several small cities along 
Highway 20 in Lake County, and through 
Ukiah, Willits and Fort Bragg in 


Mendocino County. I noticed that gas 
prices in Lake County varied from $3.279 
to $3.299 per gallon. I did not see a 
Chevron station there. In Willits, the gas 
prices went from $3.179 mto $3.349 (at a 
Chevron station). In Fort Bragg the gas 
prices went from $3.319 to $3.359 (at a 
Chevron Station). The price of gas in 
Ukiah was from 3.379 to $3.439 (at a 
Chevron station). 

The gas prices in Ukiah were well 
above those in the cities to the North, East 
and West of Ukiah. All of those places, 
with lower gas prices, are further from the 
refineries than Ukiah and have higher 
delivery costs. I have been asking myself, 
“Why?” I keep coming up with the same 
answer, someone in this area is keeping 
the price of gasoiline artificially high. And 
they are making a great deal of money by 
doing so. The next question is, “Who?” Is 
it a an individual? A local company? A 
group of station owners that are agreeing 
to set the prices high? Who? If you know 
please write a letter to the Journal and 
share the information. 

How long are the people in the Ukiah 
area willing to tolerate paying more for 
their gas than those who live in neighbor- 
ing areas? If gasoline prices are going to 
continue to be artificially high I would 
support a Safeway gas station, like they 
have in Willits, or a Costco store if it had 
a gas station.

Employees’ salaries 


still under wraps 


For a few months, things have seemed a little like 
the old cliché about the noise from a tree falling in the 
forest ever since the California Supreme Court ruled in 
late summer that salaries paid to all employees by 
cities, counties, local utility districts - in fact, all gov- 
ernment agencies - are public information. If no one 
sees it, hears it or makes note of it, does it matter if it 
really happened? 

With the exception of some parts of the San 
Francisco Bay area, it's as if nothing happened after 
the Contra Costa Times of Walnut Creek and the Los 
Angeles Times both won their legal efforts to get at 
public employee salaries. 

Within days of the rulings, Santa Clara County 
released information on the salaries of thousands of 
workers to the San Jose Mercury News, part of the 
same newspaper group as Contra Costa. The city of 
San Jose also released its data, as did San Mateo 
County and several other cities and agencies in the 
area. Salaries of many state employees have long been 
public, with the last several governors listing the pay 
for every person they've appointed in the press releas- 
es announcing the appointments. 

Even before the court ruling, the cooperative 
city/county of San Francisco turned over its salary 
data to the new, free San Francisco Daily, which pub- 
lished names of all local public employees making 
more than $100,000. This was significant because 
when that paper's co-owner and editor, Dave Price, 
edited the free Palo Alto Daily News earlier in this 
decade, Palo Alto city officials - at the behest of pub- 
lic employee unions - refused to disclose and an 
appeals court upheld the city's right to keep salaries 
private. 

The Contra Costa Times decision essentially 
reversed the earlier ruling in the Palo Alto case, where 
a Superior Court judge held that employee rights to 
privacy trumped the public's right to know public 
salaries. 

In the Los Angeles Times case, the state 
Commission on Police Officer's Standards and 
Training had claimed pay records for officers are con- 
fidential, but the Supreme Court ordered a lower court 
to work out how that information can be released. 

Summing up both cases, state Chief Justice Ron 
George wrote in a landmark 30-page opinion that 
"Openness in government is essential to the function- 
ing of a democracy." The only exception, the opinion 
said, is "where a (law enforcement) officer's anonymi- 
ty is essential to his or her safety." In short, police offi- 
cers operating under cover are suddenly the only pub- 
lic employees who can say their salaries and names are 
private matters. 

The information released so far to newspapers in 
the Bay area starkly reveals why public employee 
unions and organizations didn't want it known. For it's 
now plain that public employees often earn signifi- 
cantly more than their private industry counterparts, 
with more job security and often with better benefits. 

Imagine how future public employee union bar- 
gaining everywhere in California could be influenced 
if this became widely known. 

In the city of Santa Clara, for instance, 37 percent 
of workers earn more than $100,000 per year. That, of 
course, includes police, firefighters and others who 
often put in many hours of overtime. 

But what about the Santa Clara Valley 
Transportation Authority, a medium-sized bus compa- 
ny that carried about 39 million riders in 2006? Its 
general manager earned a total of $344,250 that year, 
more than the president of the United States, the gov- 
ernor of California or the mayor of Los Angeles. 

The reason given for such sky-high public employ- 
ee pay is that it's needed for competitive reasons, to 
retain capable people. But that bus manager's salary is 
more than double the amount earned yearly by the 
southwest regional vice president of a large school bus 
company operating in many cities and carrying far 
more riders in hundreds more buses. That executive's 
identity is in fact private because he's not a public 
employee. 

Examples like this make many wonder whether 
such astronomical salaries and the sky-high pensions 
that often accompany them are really necessary to 
attract good employees. Maybe they are in medicine, 
where a Santa Clara Valley Medical Center anesthesi- 
ologist proved to be his county's top-paid employee 
for 2006 at $493,291. 

The bottom line is that information like this will 
prove interesting to voters and taxpayers everywhere it 
is released. 

But cities and counties won't release it willingly 
when they are pressured by their labor union bargain- 
ing partners to keep it confidential as long as possible. 

Both the League of California Cities and the state's 
Association of Counties say they know of no cities or 
counties outside the Bay area that have released com- 
plete salary information. The likelihood is that none 
will unless or until it must.

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The complex history of Christmas drives aways some Christians

CHARLESTON, W.Va. -- As Christmas 
draws near, Pastor John Foster won’t be deco- 
rating a tree, shopping for last-minute gifts or 
working on a holiday sermon for his flock. 
After all, it’s been 50 years since Christmas 
was anything more than a day of the week to 
him. 

He’s one of very few American Christians 
who follow what used to be the norm in many 
Protestant denominations -- rejecting the cele- 
bration of Christmas on religious grounds. 

“People don’t think of it this way, but it’s 
really a secular holiday,” said Foster, a 
Princeton-based pastor in the United Church 
of God. He last celebrated Christmas when he 
was 8. 

His church’s objection to Christmas is rare 
among U.S. Christians. Gallup polls from 
1994 to 2005 consistently show that more 
than 90 percent of adults say they celebrate 
Christmas, including 84 percent of non- 
Christians. 

That’s a huge change from an earlier era, 
when many Protestants ignored or actively 
opposed the holiday. But as it gradually 
became popular as a family celebration, 
churches followed their members in making 
peace with Christmas. 

The change didn’t happen overnight. 


Through much of the 19th century, schools 
and businesses remained open, Congress met 
in session and some churches closed their 


doors, lest errant worshippers try to furtively 
commemorate the day. 

“The whole culture didn’t stop for 
Christmas,” said Bruce Forbes, a religious 
studies professor at Morningside College in 
Sioux City, Iowa. “Government went on as 
usual, business went on as usual, school went 
on as usual.” 

In researching his book, “Christmas: A 
Candid History,” Forbes discovered that 
major American denominations -- 
Presbyterians, Baptists, Quakers, Methodists 
and Congregationalists -- either ignored the 
holiday or actively discouraged it until the 
late 19th century. 

That rejection was rooted in the lack of 
biblical sanction for Dec. 25 as the date of 
Jesus’ birth, as well as suspicion toward tradi- 
tions that developed after the earliest days of 
Christianity. In colonial New England, this 
disapproval extended to actually making the 
holiday illegal, with celebration punishable by 
a fine. 

“Some somehow observe the day,” wrote 
Boston Puritan Samuel Sewall on Christmas 
Day 1685, “but are vexed, I believe, that the 
body of people profane it, and blessed be God 
no authority yet compels them to keep it.” 

Some 322 years later, Sewall might be sur- 
prised to see his congregation -- today known 


as Old South Church -- proudly displaying a 
decorated Christmas tree outside the church. 

“We think it’s cheerful and seasonal,” said 
Nancy Taylor, senior minister of Old South, 
one of America’s most venerable congrega- 
tions, counting among its past worshippers 
not only Sewall but Benjamin Franklin and 
Samuel Adams. 

Now part of the United Church of Christ, 
Old South not only has a Christmas tree, but 
encourages its 650 or so members to 
exchange Christmas presents -- although the 
focus is on charitable donations and service, 
rather than shopping. 

“We are the descendants of the Puritans 
and Pilgrims, but we have loosened up a lot 
since then,” Taylor said. “We have changed 
and adapted and I think that’s part of why we 
haven’t died out.” 

Like Sewall’s successors, the mainline 
Protestant churches have learned to accommo- 
date Christmas. But the change came from the 
pews rather than the pulpit. 

Christmas benefited from a 19th century 
“domestication of religion,” said University of 
Texas history professor Penne Restad, in 
which faith and family were intertwined in a 
complementary set of values and beliefs. 

Christmas became acceptable as a family- 
centered holiday, Restad said, once it lost its 
overtly religious significance.

With Johnson and Willis on the 
same field Saturday night, there are at 
least two reasons to seek out a game 
that won’t spark any protests over its

Motivation can be tough to find in 
such meaningless contests, but Willis 
hasn’t been in the league long enough 
to be downtrodden — and he’s cur- 
rently leading the NFL in tackles, a 
fact not lost on Johnson. 

“I’ve been hearing about it a little 
bit,” said Willis, who has 136 tackles, 
17 more than Detroit’s Ernie Sims, 
according to league statistics. “But I’m 
just a rookie. I still have to go out there 
every week and prove myself, and this 
week we’ve got a chance to go against 


a great team that’s done some great 
things in this league.” 

The Bengals will make their first 
visit to Candlestick Park since 1996 to 
face the franchise that beat them in 
two Super Bowls. Cincinnati offensive 
tackle Willie Anderson and San 
Francisco defensive tackle Bryant 
Young are the only remaining links 
from that last Bay Area meeting in the 
waning years of the 49ers’ excellence. 

“I remember Steve Young running a 
bootleg 25 yards with a pulled ham- 
string,” said Anderson, who hasn’t 
played since Oct. 21 because of a knee 
injury. “We couldn’t catch him. I 
remember a young Terrell Owens. We 
had no idea who he was, and he caught 
a long touchdown bomb on us. I was 
really excited to see Jerry Rice. I tried 
to watch Jerry Rice all game.” 

Anderson also remembers coach 
Dave Shula was fired after that mid- 
season game, part of a long list of 
failed Bengals coaches after the fran- 
chise’s Super Bowl losses to the 49ers. 

Those glory days are long-faded 
memories in San Francisco, where the 
petty infighting between coach Mike 
Nolan and quarterback Alex Smith has 


been the most distinguishing factor in 
the 49ers’ fifth consecutive losing sea- 
son, a franchise record. 

While Willis’ battle with Johnson 
and Palmer could provide some excite- 
ment, the game should be decided 
when San Francisco’s league-worst 
offense goes against Cincinnati’s woe- 
ful defense, which has sabotaged the 
Bengals’ chances for a playoff return. 

Cincinnati will be facing a third- 
string quarterback making his first 
NFL start for the second straight week. 
With Smith undergoing season-ending 
surgery and Trent Dilfer still hazy 
from a concussion, the Niners turned 
this week to Hill, a sixth-year backup 
who had never thrown a pass before 
playing well last weekend. 

It could be a golden opportunity for 
the Bengals to win back-to-back 
games for the first time in more than a 
year. But Hill’s 22-of-27 performance 
last week suggests the Niners might be 
able to coax some life out of the NFL’s 
worst offense. 

“Maybe it’s a little different way to 
get on the field, but as it’s turned out,

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Miller scores 25 to help Kings get first road win 


PHILADELPHIA (AP) — The 
short-handed Sacramento Kings final- 
ly got their elusive, long-awaited road 
win by going back to the basics: shoot- 
ing, rebounding and passing. 

Brad Miller had 25 points and 10 
rebounds, Mikki Moore tied his 
career-high with 24 points and the 
Kings became the final NBA team to 
win a road game with a 109-99 victory 
over the Philadelphia 76ers on Friday 
night. 

John Salmons contributed 19 points 
and Beno Udrih had 15 for the Kings, 
who entered the game with nine 
straight road losses to open a season, 
matching a team record set in 1987-88 
and again in 1993-94. 

“We definitely needed that,” 
Salmons said. “It felt good to get this 
first one.” 

The Kings also broke the streak 
without injured starters Mike Bibby, 
Kevin Martin and Shareef Abdur- 
Rahim. 

They shot 54 percent from the field, 
including a stretch of 13 consecutive 
layups and dunks between the third 
and fourth quarter. Sacramento outre- 
bounded Philadelphia, 39-31. 

“It was one of the best passing 
games we’ve had,” Kings coach 
Reggie Theus said. “We had real good 


ball movement and got layups off 
good cuts. It’s something we’ve been 
working on.” 

Andre Miller scored 24 points, 
Willie Green added 16 and Andre 
Iguodala and Lou Williams had 15 
apiece for Philadelphia, which had its 
season-best four-game win streak 
snapped. Kyle Korver added 13 for the 
Sixers. 

“We’re an energy team and we can’t 
come out and not play with any ener- 
gy,” Williams said. 

Philadelphia trailed 85-69 on a bas- 
ket by Ron Artest with 2:07 remaining 
in the third quarter, but the Sixers 
responded with the final five points of 
the period. 

The Sixers trailed by double figures 
for much of the fourth quarter, before 
a basket by Miller cut the lead to 100- 
91 with 2:22 left. 

But Philadelphia turned the ball 
over twice and Moore, who was 10-of- 
11 from the field, converted a 3-point 
play with 1:12 remaining for a com- 
manding 103-91 advantage. 

“They just made big plays in the 
game,” Iguodala said. 

Sacramento continued its torrid 
shooting, which included hitting 18- 
of-21 from the free throw line. 

“We got guys in the right position to 


score,” Brad Miller said. 

Meanwhile, Sixers coach Maurice 
Cheeks said his team’s defense could- 
n’t match its offense. 

“Our defense was not what it has 
been for the past four games,” Cheeks 
said. “There are going to be games 
when our defense is not going to be 
good. Unfortunately, our offense and 
defense was not good, so a combina- 
tion of that is going to result in a loss.” 

After Philadelphia built an early 
lead, the Kings rallied to tie the game 
at 51 at halftime behind clutch shoot- 
ing from the field. 

The Sixers also shot well, hitting 
20-of-38 (53 percent) shots from the 
field.

Tiger sets course record and takes big lead

THOUSAND OAKS — 
Tiger Woods is a gracious 
tournament host, at least until 
the tournament gets started. 

Woods continued to show 
midseason form at the end of 
the year with a 10-under 62 on 
Friday, setting the course 
record at Sherwood Country 
Club and building a four-shot 
lead over Jim Furyk in the 
Target World Challenge. 

Playing for the first time in 
10 weeks, Woods looked 
sharp as ever. He stretched his 
lead with a couple of long 
putts, one of them for eagle on 
the par-5 11th, and finished 
his record round with an 9- 
iron into 6 feet on the final 
hole that brought the fans to 
their feet. 

“He’s not a very friendly 
host to shoot 10 under,” said 
Henrik Stenson, who played 
with Woods and was 10 shots 
worse. 

Woods was at 13-under 131 
as he tries to win his tourna- 
ment for the fourth time. The 
previous record of 63 was 
held by three players, most 
recently Michael Campbell in 
2005. 

Furyk, coming off a seven- 
week break, birdied the last 
two holes for a 67 and will be 
paired with his Ryder Cup and 
Presidents Cup partner in the 
third round Saturday. 

Masters champion Zach 
Johnson birdied the last three 
holes for a 67 and was anoth- 
er shot behind. 

Never mind that the Target 
World Challenge is a money- 
grab for the 16-man field, 
with a $5.75 million purse that 
is larger than some PGA Tour 
events. Woods treated this as 
if he might even get some 
FedEx Cup points. 

“I still expect a lot from 
myself on each and every 
shot,” he said. “As far as 
added pressure, it doesn’t 
change. Whether it’s this 
event or all the way up to a 
major championship, it’s still

the game. I want to get a ‘W? 
That’s why I enter the tourna- 
ment.” 

Scores were generally low 
on a calm, mild afternoon in 
the foothills just east of the 
Pacific Ocean. What made 
Furyk take notice of Woods’ 
round was that it was five 
shots better than anyone else. 

“Hell of a host,” Furyk 
said, grinning. 

Woods is coming off the 
longest unforced break of his 
career, having not hit a com- 
petitive shot since Sept. 30 at 
the Presidents Cup. Playing 
this well so soon is nothing 
new, considering Woods has 
won his season-opening event 
four times in his career. 

This speaks more toward 
how comfortable and confi- 
dent he is with his swing. 

“The best way to describe it 
is a lot of the swing changes, 
the major swing changes that I 
had with Hank (Haney), 
we've already made them,” 
Woods said. “Now you just 
have tweaks here and there. 
But understanding what the 
fix is, that’s the biggest thing.” 

One of the looser shots 
came on the par-3 eighth, a 5- 
iron that floated well right of 
the pin and wound up in deep 
rough. He scrambled for par 
by making an 8-foot putt, then 
bounced right back with a 3- 
iron to the fairway and a 9- 
iron that covered the flag until 
it settled about 5 feet from the 
cup for birdie. 

Woods only had a one-shot 
lead at that point, but not for 
long. 

He reached the 11th in two 
with a 5-iron and holed a 25- 
foot eagle putt, then made a 
30-foot birdie on the 12th that 
might still be rolling if the 
hole had not been in the way. 
Woods straightened and 
smiled, realizing the good golf 
still requires some good 
breaks. 

“When things kind of go 
your way, they go your way,” 
he said with a shrug. 

They kept going to the very 


end, from a tricky 18-foot putt 
up the hill at No. 17 that 
dropped for birdie, to his 
approach to the final hole for a 
final birdie and his 62. 

Furyk is far from out of it, 
the lifelong Pittsburgh 
Steelers fan did not turn into 
Anthony Smith and guarantee 
victory over the world’s No. 1 
player. Furyk chuckled at the 
thought. 

“We all know what hap- 
pens when you (tick) Tiger 
off,” he said. 

Even so, he knows a good 
round when he sees one, even 
if he could only see it from 
300 yards behind him. 

“A good round usually is 
when you separate yourself 
from the field,” Furyk said. 
“Today he shot five shots 
lower than anyone else in the 
field. That’s a good round. I 
would consider that a great 
round.” 

Most players would say it’s 
tough to follow up a record 
round with another one. 
Woods has shot 62 or lower 
five times on the PGA Tour, 
and the best he ever did the 
next round was a 65 in the 
1999 Buick Invitational, 
which he won. 

“You want to feel the same, 
but you never really do,” he 
said. “I’ve learned over time 
... to play shot-for-shot.” 

British Open champion 
Padraig Harrington tried to 
keep pace until he ran out of 
birdies on the back nine and 
settled for a 67, leaving him 
seven shots behind and count- 
ing the days before he can 
start his long winter’s nap. 

Harrington won this tour- 
nament five years ago by 
holding off a late charge by 
Woods, but he doesn’t like the 
way he is playing, and he’s 
not the least bit comforted by 
who’s ahead of him on the 
leaderboard. 

“If the guy who’s leading 
keeps playing the way he is 
playing, he can’t be caught,” 
Harrington said.

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this is the chance I’ve got, and 
I just want to make the most 
of it,” Hill said.

Niners hire Andy 
Dolich as COO; no 
football changes 


announced 

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) 
— The San Francisco 49ers 
hired veteran sports executive 
Andy Dolich to be their chief 
operating officer Friday, but 
owner John York claimed the 
move wasn’t a precursor to a 
major organizational shakeup 
for the struggling franchise. 

Dolich, the president of 
business operations for the 
NBA’s Memphis Grizzlies, 
will have control of all non- 
football aspects of the belea- 
guered 49ers, including the 
drive to build a new stadium 
in Silicon Valley. Dolich 
spent 14 years with the 
Oakland Athletics from 1980- 
94 before his stint with the 
Grizzlies. 

“Even as the A’s were win- 
ning championships high- 
lighted by the Battle of the 
Bay World Series in 1989, I 
always looked across the Bay 
in admiration of the gold stan- 
dard that the Niners exempli- 
fied in Northern California 
sports lore,” Dolich said. 

“Im eager to work with 
Denise and John York and the 
49ers organization, using my 
sports business skills to 
ensure that this storied fran- 
chise remains one of the most 
venerable and valuable in all 
of professional sports.” 

York, who hasn’t com- 
mented publicly on the 49ers’ 
disappointing 3-10 season 
under third-year coach Mike 
Nolan, refused to speak about 
the football direction of the 
franchise. York also said he 
doesn’t plan to turn over day- 
to-day supervision of the 
franchise to his oldest son, 
Jed, contrary to rumors. 

“All of those are football 
issues that we will be dis- 
cussing and going over after 
the end of the season,” York 
said.

Houston’s Mario Williams has 3 1/2 


sacks in 31-13 win over Broncos

HOUSTON Mario 
Williams helped Gary Kubiak 
look more like the mentor 
than the protege against the 
Denver Broncos. 

Last year’s No. | pick had a 
career-high 3 1/2 sacks 
Thursday night to lead the 
Houston Texans to a 31-13 
victory over the Broncos in 
Kubiak’s first regular-season 
matchup with his former boss, 
Mike Shanahan. 

Kubiak was Shanahan’s 
offensive coordinator for 11 
seasons before he took over 
Houston in 2006. Not surpris- 
ingly, the Texans’ defense 
often seemed to know what 
was coming much of the game 
against the Broncos. 

“There’s a lot of faces over 
there I’ve been through many 
games with,” Kubiak said. “I 
was thinking today that Mike 
and I, as a player and coach, 
have been in over 350 NFL 
games. That’s a lot of ball and 
Pll always have a lot of 
respect for what he does.” 

The two embraced at mid- 
field and had a brief conversa- 
tion when the game ended. 

“I just said, Hey, great job, 
You got your team ready to 
play,” Shanahan said. “’You 
outplayed and outcoached 
us.” 

Turns out Kubiak and 
Texans management know 
how to pick a good defensive 
player when they see one, too. 

The Texans (7-7) have been 
hearing for two years what a 
mistake they made by drafting 
Williams over Reggie Bush 
and Vince Young with the No. 
1 overall pick in last year’s 
draft. 

But Williams was disrupt- 
ing the offense Kubiak once 
ran all night and became the 
Texans’ career sacks leader in 


the process. After wrapping 
up Jay Cutler for the third 
time, Williams sashayed like a 
hula dancer, perhaps lobbying 
for an invitation to the Pro 
Bowl. 

And why not? 

Williams now leads the 
AFC with 17 1/2 sacks and 
he’s had one in a team-record 
five straight games. 

“That’s what I was drafted 
for,” he said. “I feel like I have 
to be accountable to my team- 
mates and this organization to 
go out and try to help us win a 
game and get a winning sea- 
son.” 

Houston tied the franchise 
record for victories with its 
seventh of the season. After 
losing to Young and 
Tennessee, the Texans have 
rejuvenated once-remote 
playoff hopes with two 
straight wins. 

The franchise has never 
finished above .500 in six sea- 
sons of existence. 

“T think we still have some- 
thing else to do,” Kubiak said. 
“I told the kids a while ago, 
that our football team is 60 
minutes from being able to 
say we’re a winning team. To 
have a season that is a win- 
ning season, that’s a huge 
step.” 

The Broncos (6-8), mean- 
while, were practically con- 
ceding that their postseason 
hopes are dashed after losing 
for the third time in four 
games. They were puzzled 
why they couldn’t duplicate 
their level of play in last 
week’s 41-7 win over Kansas 
City. 

“Tt’ll take a miracle for us 
to get into the playoffs,” said 


Brandon Marshall, who 
caught 11 passes for 107 
yards.

Williams’ third sack of 
Cutler forced the Broncos to 
punt and the Texans stretched 
the lead to 31-13 on Vonta 
Leach’s 1-yard run with 3:20 
remaining. 

The Texans made the most 
of their first primetime game 
since 2005. 

“We had an opportunity in 
front of a lot of people,” 
Kubiak said. “We were the 
only game tonight and that 
was a little pressure for our 
guys. Our guys have never 
been in that situation, but it’s a 
great opportunity for our orga- 
nization and our kids.”
